REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action dated November 30, 2004. Claims M9arepending 
in the application. The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-9 are allowed. 

Claims 12, 13 and 16-18 are objected to. In that regard the Examiner indicates that claims 
12, 13, 16-18 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12, 13, 16-18 have been rewritten in independent form and are believed allowable. 

Claims 10, 1 1, 14, 15 and 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 as anticipated by Foster. 
That rejection is contained at page 2 of the Office Action. 

Claim 10 has been amended to include the restriction, wherein multiple of the walls fold upon 
another so that the enclosure can be folded for storage. In claim 1 9, new element "Q" states that the 
walls of the enclosure fold upon one another for enabling it to collapse and fold for storage. These 
features included by amendment are not seen nor suggested by the art of record. 

It is believed that the claims are now in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and a 
Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
